One of the incidents during the r e ­ 
cent 
days of terror aud rioting 
it 
Odessa, in Russia, is thus described 
by a correspondent of the W estm inster 
Gazette: 
“ Run home, 
little boy, run 
away. 
W hat dost thou do here? 
There is too 
m uch trouble and danger in the town 
for little boys to be out. 
H a s t thou 
a little motlier? 
Yes; then go hom e to 
her. 
She will be frightened if thou art 
out so late.” 
It w as in Odessa, a few 
w eeks ago, tw o days after the great 
fire iii the harbor. 
In the center of the 
town. on the So bor place, the white, 
gilt domed cathedral now stood in tho 
m idst of a m ilitary encam pm ent. Long 
row s of Cossacks and dragoon horses 
w ere tethered on tw o sides, while tho 
third, the fountain, where the blessing 
of the waters takes place every year, 
w as being used by the soldiers to 
w a te r their cattle. 
The cavalrym en 
had pitched their tents under Hie trees 
lining the sidew alks. 
The in fantry 
w ere 
quartered 
in 
the surrounding 
courts. 
There w e re soldiers off duty 
chatting before the court doors, sol­ 
diers patrolling the streets, while the 
sentinels kept a sharp lookout on the 
roofs for possible bomb throw ers. The 
tow n was nervous and excited, for the 
Russian battleship Potent kine th a t a f t­ 
ernoon, after defying the adm iral aud 
his squadron, had returned to th e h ar­ 
bor with a second mutinied ship. 
Four 
shells had been thrown into the town 
the evening before, and betw een a 
mutinied, threatening m an-of-w ar out­ 
side tile town and a band of bomb 
throwing 
anarchists 
within 
no 
one 
knew what the morrow w ould bring 
forth. 
The boy addressed, a stunted Jew ish 
child of ten or eleven, shook his head 
and tried to pass the little group of 
soldiers who had stopped him. 
“ Perhaps he is hungry,” said a good 
naturel] Cossack. 
“Wouldst thou like 
some bread and a gherkin, little boy?” 
The lad m ade a gesture of dissent. 
“ He w on’t touch our food,” laughed 
another. 
“ But go home, little Jew . 
A 
bomb might come, or a shell from tile 
ships, and then thy people w ould never 
see thee again.” 
“I ain not afraid ," said the child sul­ 
lenly. 
“I w a n t to see tho horses.” 
“ Well, they are worth looking at.” 
said a dragoon. 
“But come in the 
morning; now the square is cleared, 
and no one m ay pass. 
Besides, it is 
quite dark. R un aw ay home, little boy. 
It is ID o’clock—time to sleep.” 
“ What is he holding under his shirt?” 
said an in fa n try soldier, looking over 
the boy’s shoulder. 
“H ast thou got a 
mouse or bird under thy shirt?

it to us.” 
"No, no!” said the boy. tu rn ­ 
ing pule and frightened looking.
